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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's claim amendments raise new 
issues requiring new search and consideration. The Applicant amended the claims to place both claim 57 and 59 into independent claims 
42 and 60. Claims 57 and 59 were originally separately dependent upon claims 42 and 60. Claims 57 and 59 each consituted a separate 
issue and were subject to separate interpretation. By placing both claims 57 and 59 into the independent claims 42 and 60 the Applicant 
has raised a new issue requiring a new search and consideration because the claim scope has been changed to require both of the 
separate issues.
